Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the obviousness rejections in the Office Action mailed 
9/1/05 and Applicant's response filed 12/5/05, focusing on the art of Oostenwijk et al [a] and [b]. Applicant summarized 
the remarics in the response filed 12/5/05, which reiterates that the art of Oosterwijk et al do not enable the MN protein 
(i.e., G250 antigen of Oosterwijk) and Applicant maintains that without the MN protein, the claimed invention is 
nonobvious. Applicant maintains that following the teachings of Oosterwijk et al would have led to many antibodies 
specific for various renal cell carcinoma antigens and it would not have been obvious nor predictable to arrive at an 
antibody specific for the G250/MN protein. The Examiner reiterated the position of the rejection indicating that 
Oosterwijk et al provide a methodology that necessarily produces an antibody specific for the G250 protein (i.e., MN 
protein, suggests the desireability of the G250 as a unique therapeutic target in renal cell carcinomas as well as other 
cancers and in view of the art of Raychaudhuri et al, it would have been obvios to produce an anti-Id to an antibody to 
the G250 antigen. Applicant submits evidence with the response filed 12/5/05 in support of their position, i.e., that the 
process of Oosterwijk will result in many antibodies and would not necessarily lead to an antibody specific for the 
G250/MN protien. The response and evidence submitted 12/5/2005 will be fully considered by the Examiner.
